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WHOLESALE PARDONS 


The time of the year is approaching 


when in mpst states of the unipn old 
governors go out and new governors 
gp in. It is also the time of year when 
people like to be most kindly and for- 
giving. 
But there is growing up a 


practice in this regard which is hardly 
for the public welfare, the practice of 
almost wholesale pardons and com- 
mutations 
of sentence 
during the 


month of December upon the part of 
governors whose terms are about to 
expire. It is a splendid sort of gesture, 
one of benevolence and magnanimity 
but it is of serious concern to the 
people when those guilty of murder, 
robbery, burglary and other crimes of 
violence are turned free not because 
they are innocent or have been harshly 
dealt with but merely because a gov- 
ernor happens to be going out of office 
and craves the sweet music of fulsome 
thanks on his departure. 
, The power of pardon was^never giv- 
en to the chief executive of a state to 
be used in any such manner or for any 
-such purpose. The basis of the power 
of pardon lay in the possibility that 
courts and juries might err and that 
power should be reserved to someone 
to correct possible miscarriages of 
justice. Instead of having so much 
feeling, particularly towards those 
who have been guilty of such grave of- _ 
fenses, the commission of which alone 
shpws a woeful lack of moral fibre, 
isn't it nearly time that our chief ex- 
«cutivefe had a little more feeling for 
the pepple whose lives, whose persons 


. whose property have all been out- 


" The generosity with pardons tends 
^to make the bed of ^he felon, already 
soft enough, still softer; nor should 
-anyone conclude that men who are 
about to commit a crime do not weigh 
all these, chances. 
The condition of 


lawlessness abroad in the land is most- 


- 1y attributable to the unequal contest 
, between the law and the criminal. 
First of all it is necessary to solve the 
hard problem of who committed the 
crime. Next it is necessary to bridge 
the hurdle of apprehending the crim- 
inal. Thereafter a jury of twelve citi- 
zens must be convinced, unanimously, 
of the guilt of the "person on trial "be- 
yond all reasonable doubt." If convict- 
ed the manner of the trial, the quality 
and quantity of the evidence must still 
pass muster on appeal before the su- 
preme court. It must be conceded that 
the law has a difficult time to arrive 
at the day when it swings open the 
prison gates and closes them again 
upon the convicted person. 


Nor is that all. Good behavior re- 


duces the sentences imposed in a very 
substantial manner. Boards are in ex- 
istence in the various states of the 
union with the power to grant paroles 
and they grant thousands of them. To 
add to all the foregoing pardons by an 
outgoing executive apparently for no 
other reason than as a flourish of the 
holiday season, is, we think, not in 
keeping with the spirit of our laws or 
our constitution, serves no useful pur- 
pose but generally results in inflicting 
more hardship upon a long suffering 
public. 


As the holiday season approached in 


our own state the inmates of our pen- 
itentiaries were, with feverish hurry 
and excitement, employing attorneys 
and others to appear before the gov- 
ernor and urge their release, no doubt 
advancing the strong argument con- 
cerning the hardship of their incar- 
ceration on their dependents, depen- 
dents to whom they gave little consid- 
eration before their" imprisonment So 
far as Wisconsin is concerned perhaps 
the people are satisfied that the thing 
5s not being overdone. Probably they 
are willing to be extreme in their leni- 
ency towards offenders but if this sort 
of a procedure is to continue there 
should be a clear line of distinction be- 
tween prisoners whose offenses have 
indicated that there is danger to the 
public from their freedom and those 
conducted of crimes that do not in- 
volve firearms, blackjacks or violence. 


PLANS THAT WILL NOT WORK 


It is more than likely that the efforts 


of bar associations and others to alter 
the law in order to do away with jury 
trials in automobile accident cases 
will strike snags and many of them. 
And this despite the evident truth 
that juries are prone to decide issues 
submitted to them in favor of the in- 
jured person and against insurance 
companies and also to be more than 
generous in the fixing of damages in 
such cases. Before action is taken we 
must be sure that the remedy pro- 
posed is not worse than-the ailment 
with which we are afflicted. 


The situation became acute 
when 


Mr./Blaine's idea of making the insur- 
ance companies parties to the lawsuit 
was enacted by the legislature. Prior 
to that time the parties mixed up jn a 
collision fought it out between them- 
selves and if'the defeated party hap- 
pened to have insurance, of course the 
insurance company had to thereafter 
step in and1 foot the bills, but it was 
Mr. Elaine's idea to make the insur- 
ance company come into court, stand 
up before the jury, so to speak, and 
with no other purpose of course than 
to influence the jury in an improper 
manner. What other possible purpose 
could be served by such legislation? 
Mr. Elaine had the idea that he was 
punishing insurance companies. 
He 


was punishing the people. With the 
rise in the amounts that insurance 
companies had to pay because of this 
legislation they were handed an ex- 
cuse for raising premiums and when 
premiums are raised they are general- 
ly raised not only enough to cover 
the increased cost but plenty besides. 
When the premiums and the amounts 
paid by the insurance companies are 
balanced, covering a period of years, 
it will be found that Mr. Elaine's in- 
telligent idea was of great benefit to 
the insurance companies and as usual 
the people foot the bills. 


The proposal to have three judges 


try these cases is not practical. 
It 


would only serve to tie up three judges 
in each case itfstead of one. The other 
plan of having all automobile cases 
handled by the Industrial Commission 
in the same manner as industrial acci- 
dents are now handled is equally im- 
practical. The Industrial Commission 
is already loaded with work and in or- 
der to handle this great^amount of 
business it would have, to; be enlarged 
many times over. This might be a so- 
lution of the situation were it to be 
conceded as in industrial 
accidents 


that every person injured is to be paid, 
leaving only to the commission the de- 
termination of the amount. 


The difficulty 
with any measure 


which is aimed at circumventing jury 
trials is that we are abandoning one of 
the best principles oTour government 
because it faces a difficult" problem. 
When we have erased by appropriate, 
legislation Mr. Elaine's idea we will 
have gone a long ways in removing 
the complaints now aimed at the op- 
eration of the jury system, complaints 
that certainly^ have some just founda- 
tion. Legislation might appropriately 
be used also to make jury trials more 
nearly approach justice by simplifying 
them and speeding them up. People 
who are injured and who have rights 
to be vindicated are not much inter- 
ested in technicalities or delays. 


Whatever ma}- be said 
elsewhere 


concerning jury trials we think that 
despite the 
prejudicial 
legislation 


which Mr. Blaine fostered, jury trials 
in Wisconsin have been, generally 
speaking, a satisfactory manner of 
settling disputes. Aside from the sum- 
mer months perhaps nearly a hundred 
juries are sitting in Wisconsin every- 
day and the general trend of their 
work cannot be said to be unsatisfac- 
tory. 


Perhaps the most difficult problem 


that is presented by these automobile 
injury cases is their great number, 
clogging up the courts with 
work, 


slowing them down in getting out re- 
sults and de3a3'ing othe/ equally Sh- 
portanf business. Much the saire situ- 
ation has been presented in the federal 
courts by the flood of cases under the 
prohibition laws. We may need more 
courts to handle the situation but be- 
fore we depart from the principle of 
jury trials there must be much more 
evidence that any plan proposed can 
be as safe and as satisfactory.

erwhelming majority of lawyers in 
the senate. He is not, however, the 
only senator born abroad, as Bing- 
ham of Connecticut was 
barn 
in 


1875 in Hawaii, then a monarchy, of 
American missionary parents; Cou- 
zens of Michigan was born in On- 
tario, and "Wagner of New York in 
Germany. There are plenty of other 
senators of former years who were 
foreign born; but by and large sen- 
ators have been of American birth, 
which is important since the senate 
has become increasingly a source of 
vice-presidential timber and by the 
constitution «nly a native American 
may hold the presidency. 


ANOTHER SHORT TERMER 
Another senator whose time in the 


second session was very limited, is 
Locher of Ohio, filling by appoint- 
ment the seat to which the late Sen- 
ator Willis was elected. Representa- 
tive Burton captured, the remainder 
of the unexpired term, but with 
characteristic cautions took no step 
to relinquish his house seat until his 
election to the senate was assured- 


Ohio law requires a 30v-day inter- 


val for resignation of house mem- 
bers and Burton was not eligible to 
take his oath In the senate/for the 
second time in his career, until De- 
cember 15. In the meantime Locher

were the two qualities that carried 
Grant, once the Civil War gave him 
his opportunity, to the highest mili- 
tary success. A careful reading, for 
instance, of Mr. Woodward's notable 
description of the siege and capture 
of Vicksburg will convince any read- 
er that Grant's great triumphs In 
war were not fortuitious. 


This is hardly a book to be put 


Into the hands of young readers, for 
they would not have the Judgment 
to discriminate between the good and 
the bad. It is s. pity, however, for 
'no recent book has pictured more 
vividly the almost miraculous rever- 
sal of fortune from bad to good pos- 
sible In a democracy like ours. Wood- 
ward has dramatically represented 
the depths of failure and despair in- 
to which Grant had fallrn just before 
the war. He has narrated alpo. with 
a restraint that adds to his effective- 
ness, the almost unbelievable story 
of Grant's meteoric rtoe to supreme 
command of the Union armies and 
his flnal triumph over the forces of 
the South.

"I have felt right along that the 


best oportumties are in those com 
panies who are large gasoline pro- 
ducers and distributors. Gasoline 
now is in a much stronger statistical 
position than the 
heavy oils. 
Of 


course much new refining capacity 
has recently been completed and this 
will increase gasoline output, possi- 
bly to the extent of causing tempor- 
ary price weakness.
